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Tom Bacon's Farewell Barbecue 


For JOE BERNAL 

On Saturday night, July 27, at the Diamond B 
Ranch, Oakland, Mr. and Mrs. Tom Bacon gave 
a farewell barbecue to one of the fine old char- 
acters of the Oakland hills, Joe Bernal. For many 
years, Joe, christened Juan Pablo Bernal fami- 
liarly known to all the horsemen as just “Joe”, 
has had charge of the horses and cattle of the 
Diamond B, and this colorful Early Californian 
will be missed by his many friends. 

For years children and grownups alike have 
come to old Joe if they wanted to know how to 
tie a “mecate” on a “jacamo” or place a “Juando” 
on a “riata.” If a horse had anything wrong with 
it, old Joe always had the solution which though 
effective, might prove to be one of the drastic 
old remedies used by the old time “vaqueros”. 

The last of the Early Californians, the real 
Spanish Rancheros, are rapidly going to their last 
rodeo. Long before gold was discovered, Juan 
Bernal, a soldier with the conquistadors, rode 
into California with his six brothers and in time 
they were given a grant of 3000 acres each, 21,000 
in all, located 14 miles from the present city of 
San Jose on the slopes of Mount Hamilton. This 
was the old Hall’s Creek Ranch and at the present 
time is the J. D. Grant Ranch. Santos Bernal, one 
of the many sons of old Juan the soldier, married 
a beautiful fifteen-year-old senorita and from 
that union five sons were born who were to be- 
come the best horsemen in a state which has pro- 
duced the greatest horsemen in the world. 

Of these sons, Frank and Santos were world 
famous for bronc riding and roping. They always 
used the cid California riata instead of the linen 
ropes now used in rodeos and they were so pro- 
ficient that they were finally barred from com- 
petition. Ben, Elnio znd “Joe” were also colorful 
ropers and riders. The way they sat a horse and 
swung a rope would immediately set them apart 
from other riders: their dash and posture only 
acquired from cutting their teeth on saddle leath- 


er. 

Old Joe is now edging up to 65 and has had a 
bad leg from a kick by an outlaw horse but last 
year Tom Bacon boosted Joe nito the saddle 
and they rode out on the range together to catch 
a cow that had gone wild. At sight of the cow, old 
Joe shook out his loop and started down the hill 
at a dead run after her, making a perfect head 
catch, but the wild cow charged for the horse 
with horns lowered. Undaunted, with a touch of 
the spurs and a twist of the rope, Joe threw a per- 
fect half hitch, catching the cow by the two front 
feet and throwing her to the ground, a trick he 
later told me his father had taught him--an old 
Joe with a leg so stiff he couldn't mount a horse 
without help. 

Yes, we in the horse country are going to miss 
Old Joe when he retires to his old home in San 
Jose next week and I am afraid Joe is going to 
miss the horses too.

REDWOD RIDING ACADEMY: 


A lively place is the Redwood Riding Academy 
on Skyline Boulevard overlooking the hills to the 
Golden Gate. Instead of going down the canyon 
when you reach the popcorn wagon, go along 
Skyline and turn into a driveway for a distance 
of about a city block. On the shaded porch of the 
white club house you will probably find Joe 
Young, who has joined the “bench warmers” re- 
cently but expects to be in the saddle again soon. 
Joe will show you his fine white barns with 
eight stalls. There is Top Toy, a bay Thorough- 
bred; Mickey, a sorrel Thoroughbred stallion out 
of Lucinda B; Lucinda B herself, a sorrel mare; 
El Rey, a Palomino owned by Mr. Vaughn; Me 
Too, a black mare, former U. S. Army mount; 
and others. 

Somewhere near Joe is Bruce Evander who 
has active supervision of the stable and the 30 
school horses. These gentle animals are enjoyed 
by riders going into the hills on short trips. On 
Sundays and holidays there is scarcely time to 
take care of all those wishing to ride. Among the 
favorites are Reno, Captain, King, Daisy, Buddy, 
but every regular rider has his own “favorite”. 
Every stable has its pet dog and Redwood has its 
Bomber. A Great Dane, also belonging to the 
stable, has returned from military service and is 
being re-trained at the present time. 

Improvements of the buildings and grounds 
are now under way with excavation about half 
done, A covered ring, 75x200 feet, will be near 
the present stable. The outdoor ring will be 150x 
300 feet. Bridle paths will wind about on various 
levels of fifty acres of rolling hills and connect 
with Sequoia Park. There will be a polo field 
with a track around it and a cross country jumb- 
ing course. New stalls will be built with a pad- 
dock for each. The stables, groom quarters, and 
the club house will be white inside and out. Plans 
are for one of the finest stables in this area. Suc- 
cess and good luck to these genial men who are 
making horsemen's wishes come true!

The umbrella 
ring has been resurfaced and a layer of oiled 
wood shavings applied. The ceilings and walls 
have been cleaned and all the interior and ex- 
terior makes a splendid appearance.
